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sessment, -on policy holders in this state, by rea-
son of its inability to collect assessments from
policy holders in states in which the corpora-
tion was not authorized, and wherein such poli-
cies have been written in violation of the laws
of such state. Provided, that this act shall not
apply to church mutual insurance companies or
societies,

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be
in force from and after its passage and publi-
cation,

CHAPTER 315.

AN ACT relating to the Milwaukee house of
correction.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

United States SECTION 1. No person hereafter sentenced to
S samittedin- iMprisonment by any court of the United
Lo omconsin  States, whose term of sentence shall exceed
eighteen months, shall be received by the house
of correction of Milwaukee county, the state
prison at Waupun or any penal institution
within this state.
SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be
in force from and after its passage and publi-
cation.
